Any foreign intelligence 
ocdanization, with such data in ite sessession, would very rapidly be able 
ics figure out the scope of CIA's operations. The intent of Congress was 
e<3ressed on this point in Section 7 ef the Central Intelligence Agency Act 
ot 1949 (P.L,110 ~ 8ist Congress), which apecifically exempts the Agency 
irom provisions of law which require the publication or disclosure ‘of the 
organization, functions, names, official titles, salaries, or numbers of 
personnel employed by the Agency.’ In asaistine us to preserve the security 
of this type of information, the last edition of your Carnmittee report on 
\rganization of Federal Executive Senartments and Aegercies (Committee 
~epert No, 14, Gard Congress, and Session) stated on page 4 that there were 
excladed from the personnel totals ‘employees of the Certral ante Pieence 
‘gency, which information is classified for security reasons.’ In addition, 
the accompanyine chart, which lists the Central Intellivence Agercy in the 
oxe@cutive wifice of the President, alse dees not include the Agency's person-

or the reasons indicated above, it would, therefore, be greatly apore - 
ciated if the forthcoming editions of the report and chart would merely con- 
tinue to note the exclusion of CIA data ior security reasons.
